tries of the city, and the only insti- 
tution of the kind in Macon county. 
It W*B established in 1862, by the firm 
of BSrpstrite & Shlandeman, but 
passed solely into the hands of Mr. 
H. Shlauderman in October, 
1884. 


Since its inception many and impor- 
, improvements have been added, 
|il itjhas .reached its present ex- waa eleeat9d 
Wire proportions One of the most 
iportsnt improvements made is the 


cooling or freezing apparatus, which 
waf placed in the works about three 
years ago. It has the capacity to 
cool about twenty-five barrels of beer 
p«r hour, and is equal to two thou- 
sand tons of ice supply for one year, 
as that was the annual requirement 
of ic« for the' brewary. prior to its 
introduction. 


The plant is located on the corner 


of Sa nth Broadway and Cantrell 
streats, ta tha southeast part of the 
city.

The two floors 
following are ns»d for multinsr or 
sprouting the barley; slso on one of 
these floors is sitntitpd the drying 
room, the floor of which is construct- 
ed of perforated sheet iron, with B 
furnace beneath. 
The works also 


contain twelve fermenting vats hav- 
ing a combined capacity of holding 
over 600 barrels of th» liquid, and 
seven storage tankq witb a capacity 
of 175 barrels each. 
From these 


tanks the Uiqnid is passed into the 
clearing bogheads and stowed in the 
cooling cellar below, where the lastj Of 
procsss is enacted and the besr is I 
ready to be drawa into barrels for 
market nse.

It has B capacity for manufacturing 
fifty barrels of beer per day. and 
gives employment to about sixteen 
men.

The original vulca- 
nised robber shoes had a leather

tom, and it constituted an objection

Xe OH OP Bletoricity the Beat Jor Illumina- 


tion I'Lirposes. 


The long series of experiments made 


during sunnm-i- and nutumn at the 
South"Forcliuul to tr.-l tbe respective 
ruerite of oil, p^ aiul electricity for 
lighthouse

brought, to a eioae, and the raport will 
bo drafted and published. Ptmlmg 
their appeaiance—which will necessi- 
tate some delay, owing to the volumi- 
nous character o£ the observations— 
we may mention that the evidence la 
in favor of the electric light on the 
whole, because of its far penetrative 
power. While the rays of oil nnd gaa- 
lin-ht were lost sight of at a distance 
of eight miles, the electric light could 
be seen for fonrteon miles; and with 
gas or oil at its maximum power, and 
visible for ten miles, the electric light 
couM be ;-een for fourteen and a half 
miles. 
Although the arc is very much 


reduced in fogs is still appears to be 
visible further than gas or oil.

rect testimony of observers the elec- 
tric light became visible in dense fogs 
at a distance of nineteen hundred to 
fifteen hundred feet, whereas gas and 
oi? were wily discerned at distances 
of from fifteen hundred to twelve hun- 
dred and sixty feet. This is an im- 
portant point, because it waa thought 
that gas and oil might have the advan- 
tage ^over electricity in dense fogs. 
There is no doubt that fog does quench 
the diroot rays of the arc light in a re- 
markable manner; but how much this 
would diminish its efficacy in a prac- 
tical sense was not well known hither- 
to. Probably the white haze surround- 
ing the lamp is detected for a consider- 
able distance, although the arc itself 
in a fog has lost its brilliance. So 
long as this haKe is seen, mariners will 
learn to distinguish it as tlie light- 
house.
